We are in receipt of Ihe follow- 
ing letter which will b« read with 
InteroBt by tbe surviving members 
of the old 14th Ky., as well as oth- 
er friends of Mr. Coleman, but few 
of wbotn have heard from him for 
nearly forty years, lie Is one of 
till' editors ol the "Naziiene Mes- 
sungi'i." a religious publication : 
Kli. Hii. Sami\ N kws :— 

I am ill recfipt of two eopii s of 
your paper sent to me by niy es- 
teemed friend, Kev. I. li. Huteliiii- 
son, ut one time a resluent of your 
town, but now of I'atletlsburg. 
What a Hood of memories were 
called up, and how many familiar 
forms seemed to pass In review as 
In thought 1 traveled hack over 
Iho Interval of nearly forty years! 
I read the papers kver csrefullj 
and then examined tho advertise- 
ments In search of familiar names, 
but there were none 1 could recall 
distinctly. I was greatly interest- 
ed in reading the articles giving an 
account of the early life of Col. Bill 
Kinlth. I have a vivid n collection 
of funning his acquainteuce one 
evening in the early part of April, 
ISIl.'i, in Ca-svllle. W, Va. In ili 
days he had ratiu r an unceremon- 
ious way of inlrodui'lng biinself 
but It was usually ilTeeliiHl mid! 
prodiiei'd a la-ting liiipris-ioii — 
providi il you livi d to rrliienihiT it. 
1 think an account ol tile later 
years of bis eventful life would af- 
ford enlertaining reading, not only 
to the immediate participants of 
those stirring days, but to many 
others besides. I was sorry lo 
learn that the old Cul. had closed 
his earthly career. I should like 
very much lo have met him and 
talked over old times. Jt Is only 
known to bim and myself bow near 
the verge o( eternity each of us 
was on that eventful eveuing In 
April ovsr the dote of the war; 
the motion of a band would have 
ended tbe life of one or both of US. 

I recall my llrst trip to Casiivilld 
and Louisa in Ibe early part of tbe 
w:ir, whi'ii iiiiili'r tlio lenderslilp of 
lli.ii hold and foarli ss suout. Jack 
Ml iilow -, a iiii'iiiber of the .'ith W. 
Va. Wi' iiiarclieil all night from 
Catlellsliiirg, roaching (^assvlllo 
Just at day break. Through an 
unfortunate mistake a company of 
the .'lib W. Va., from Ceredo, ar 
rived at the same time and coming 
up onto tbe ridge to the rear of 
town, fired into ns and shot two of 
our men. 

Bo many thln^ crowd In upon 
me I find it difflcult to write con 
nectedly. I presume that there 
have been great changes as well as 
Important Iraprovoments In your 
vicinity in the past 38 years. If 
we,whu have been absent since the 
close of the war, should bo permit 
ted to return again, probably we 
would hardly reeognizo the place. 
We would bl' looking for forms 
ami faces we then knew, many of 
whom liavi'slnce gone to Ihe spirit 
world, while olheis have removed 
todi-tant parts of the country to 
begin life anew 

How many of my old comrades 
of Ihe 14ib Ky. have since then 
crossed the dark river snd rest in 
the shade of the trees. After the 
long Interval of years, memory 
fails to recall many of their names, 
yet I remember what true and loy- 
al fellows Ihey were. Being then 
a beardless boy snd a stranger to 
tbe regiment, there being but one 
man whom I had over met prt- 
viously, Lieut. Johii-iiii, of your 
town, tlii'y si'i'iiii'il to lake a friend- 
ly iiili ri>t ill any welfare, often 
favoring iiie in inaiiy hard places. 
Till' ri'colk'Ction of tiielr kindness 
is one of the gruuii spots iii mem- 
ory, which I trust may never fade 
away. 

i recall the many months spent 
in and around Louisa both during 
the waf and subsequently. It wss 
there I was mustered Into the ser- 
vice of the United States, and from 
ibere I wont to Louisville to be dis- 
chsrgi d. In Nov. 1805 I united 
with tho Methodist Bplscopal 
Chuicli, ill Ihu old brick building 
and w is converted In March fol- 
lowing, l-'roni there I started out 
as a Mi'tliodlst itinerant pnaelier, 
traveling 711 mill s on foot into Ihe 
iiiountalns of W. \"h., lo reach my 
appointment. Aftei several years 
of labor there and on the prairlis 
of lowa, my health failed and 1 
was compelled to give up the reg- 
ular work. Krom la., I came to 
Oregon, thence to Los Anglos, Cel., 
whore I am now engaged In city 
luissron work. Independent of the 
churches. Wo have an organlsa- 
lioi, planned after old fashioned 
Methodism of fifty yesrs ago. < lur 
work Is oxcluslvniy among (he poor 
whom we have our greatest success 
in gelling people saved. Wo aro 
thoroughly orthodox unii preaeli 
the New Testament stand ird of 
' saivali'iii. 

j Uoeenlly I have had Ibe jireat 
pleasure of mei'ling my old com 
I rade and life long friend, \V. 1). 
fSnerd, u bii l< so well and favoi- 
ably known to many of your peo- 
ple. To blin I am more indebted 
than to any living person, ha hav- 
ing saved my lite dnrlog tbe war. 
He came lo lied lands, Cal., afew 
months sgo on sceouiit of the 
health of his family. I understand 
that tbe change diss greatly bene- 
^lod Ibem. lleyis now supplying
